D onald Trump on Thursday 
said Chicago needs to employ 
controversial “stop-and-frisk” 
police practices to stem vio- 
lence, continuing his critique 
of policing here a month after saying the city’s 
crime problem could be stopped in a week if 
police were “very much tougher.” 

“Chicago is out of control, and I was really 
referring to Chicago with stop-and-frisk,” the 
Republican presidential nominee told the 
television show “Fox & Friends,” responding 
to criticism for earlier appearing to suggest 
the tactic should be used nationwide. “They 
asked me about Chicago, and I was talking 
about stop-and-frisk for Chicago.” 

The night before, in a town hall in Cleveland 
Heights, Ohio, an audience member asked 
Trump what he would do about “violence in 
the black community” He proposed using the 
practice of officers stopping and questioning 
people, even searching them if the officers 
consider them suspicious. 

In Chicago, police have used a similar prac- 
tice for years, stopping people they deem sus- 
picious and questioning them, sometimes pat- 
ting them down. Then last year, the American 
Civil Liberties Union of Illinois considered su- 


ing the Chicago Police Department over the 
excessive use of the practice, which has been 
condemned by the ACLU as racial profiling. 

The ACLU said it found Chicago police 
made more than a quarter-million stops from 
May through August 2014, a far higher rate 
than New %rk City cops did at the height of 
their stop-and-frisk policy Its analysis showed 
Chicago police stopped African-Americans at 
a disproportionately higher rate than Hispan- 
ics and whites, especially in predominantly 
white neighborhoods. 

The Chicago Police Department said it pro- 
hibited racial profiling, but agreed to changes 
that required officers to more thoroughly doc- 
ument their street stops. The changes were 
also incorporated in a new state law 

But officers complained earlier this year 
that the new, lengthier reports were too time- 
consuming and confusing, causing street stops 
to plummet as crime rose. The forms have 
since been streamlined. 

In New York City, a federal judge found 
that its use was unconstitutional because of its 
overwhelming impact on minority residents. 

Trump aUuded to none of those problems in 
Chicago or New Y)rk. 

“We did it in New Y)rk, it worked incred- 
ibly weU,” he said in the interview “Y)u under- 


stand, you have to have, in my opinion, I see 
what’s going on here, I see what’s going on in 
Chicago, I think stop-and-frisk. In New Y)rk 
City, it was so incredible, the way it worked. 
Now, we had a very good mayor, but New Y)rk 
City was incredible, the way that worked, so I 
think that could be one step you could do. 

“I think Chicago needs stop-and-frisk,” 
Trump continued. “Now, people can criticize 
me for that or people can say whatever they 
want. But they asked me about Chicago and 
I think stop-and-frisk with good strong, you 
know, good strong law and order. But you have 
to do something. It can’t continue the way it’s 
going. 

“If [police] see a person possibly with a gun 
or they think may have a gun, they will see the 
person and they’ll look and they’ll take the gun 
away” he said. 

Illinois ACLU spokesman Ed Y)hnka also 
said Thump is wrong about the effectiveness of 
stop-and-frisk in Chicago. 

“He’s wrong because stop-and-frisk is not 
the prescription for what is ailing Chicago 
in terms of violence,” Yohnka said Thursday 
“The problem is that there has been a com- 
plete breakdown in trust between the police 
and the community and one of the elements 
of that breakdown was a practice of stop-and- 


frisk, which in the summer of 2014 stopped 
250,000 innocent people. 

‘And so all that, using sort of that discred- 
ited practice, would make that gap between 
the police and community worse, not better,” 
he added. 

Chicago’s rising violence has garnered the 
city negative attention nationwide, with more 
people killed so far this year than all of last 
year. Trump has made the city’s crime prob- 
lem a part of his campaign rhetoric. 

In August, Trump suggested that “top po- 
lice” in Chicago told him the city’s crime prob- 
lem could be solved in a week by police “being 
very much tougher” than they are now Chi- 
cago police officials denied, however, that he 
met with “top” officials, saying that no one in 
authority at the department had talked with 
Trump or his team since at least March. 

Trump also falsely suggested during the 
town haU that violence in Chicago is worse 
than in Afghanistan. More than 3,000 people 
have been shot and more than 500 people 
have been killed this year in the city The Unit- 
ed Nations’ assistance mission in Afghanistan 
documented a total of 11,002 civilian casual- 
ties in 2015—3,545 people killed and 7,457 
injured, exceeding the previous record set in 
2014.

That’s the whole point 
of freedom, isn’t it?’

Editor’s note: Each week during the NEE 
season, former Bears defensive lineman Alex 
Brown shares his football perspective with 
RedEye. Responses have been edited for lenffh 
and clarity. 

Fans and analysts might feel otherwise, 
but football success is pretty cut-and-dried. 
In other words, don’t expect any excuses 
from the Bears if their season continues to 
go south. 

Brown tackles moral victories, getting 
over missed kicks and Colin Kaepernick’s 
protests as the Bears prepare for Sunday 
night’s game at Dallas. 

Do players or coaches really care about 
moral victories? 

It’s about vdns and losses. Nov^ there is 
such a thing as an understanding that you 
can get better, (that] we’re all improving 
and we’re close. But when it boils down, a 
4-12 season is a 4-12 season. You can have 
positives and things to grow on throughout 
the next week, but you’ve got to find a way 
to vdn. Winning’s a habit and so is losing. 

It seems as if more NFL coaches are going 
for it on fourth down instead of punting. 
Are you a fan of this trend? 

The teams that I played on in Chicago, 
we rarely went for it on fourth dovm. 

We punted and we had a good enough 
defense where we didn’t really have to 
take those risks. But when I got dovm to 
New Orleans, coach [Sean] Payton saw it 
as another dovm. When you got a guy like 
Drew Brees manning your team, you have 
a pretty good shot at getting those. I guess 
I can see it both ways, [but] I like getting 
the punter out there, that’s why you have 
him. %u try to pin them deep and maybe 
you get another shot. 

What one thing do the Bears have to do 
right against Dallas on Sunday to grab a 
win? 

Just play four quarters, that’s it, on both 
sides of the ball, and you give yourself a 
real good shot. We’ve seen that. And don’t 
tell me the defense gets worn out, because 
time of possession, unless you’re going 
three and out and the time of possession 
gets up there, then that has nothing to do 
with the offense. The 13-play drive that the 
Eagles went on to kick a field goal on their 
first possession, that has nothing to do 
with the offense. Abu’ve got to look at it as 
regardless of what the offense does, we’ve 












got to do our job. 

And if that requires us to strip the ball, 
score, we did it {when I was vdth the 
Bears}; you can do it. Abu’ve got to make 
it away of life. It’s got to be second nature 
to get that ball out. I don’t see many {Bears 
forcing] turnovers, but I don’t see guys go- 
ing for it, either. I don’t see where it’s been 
taught that turnovers are a critical part of 
the game. It’s a crucial part of us vvinning, 
and I don’t see enough guys actually trying 
to get that ball back. That’s what wins. 

Dovm in New Orleans, the way Coach 
Payton would put it is if you really look at 
a football game, you’ve got about seven or 
eight possessions for the offense. For ev- 
ery turnover, that gives your team another 
possession and takes one away from them. 
If you can shift that to your side a couple 
of times, instead of it being eight and eight 
possessions, maybe you got 10 and they’ve 
got six, well hell, that gives you a better 
chance to win. 

They don’t do anything small in Texas, 
including the $1.15 billion AT&T stadium. 
When you played there in 2010, what feit 
different about it? 

Going into the locker room, {the fans are] 
closer. As you’re walking through, they’re 
almost right on you. Then they’ve got the 
big screen up. Even as players, I found 
myself looking up at the screen when the 
game is happening right in front of me. 
The screen is definitely a distraction. 


When the offense is on the field, you look 
at the screen a little bit instead of looking 
on the field. 

What’s your perspective on Colin Kaeper- 
nick’s protests? 

It’s pretty simple, I think. I have two broth- 
ers in the service, and I’ve spoken to both 
of them, and they both said whatever you 
choose to do, that’s why we fight. {They’ve 
said] the reason we’re here is so you can 
have a choice. %u have the choice to do 
whatever you believe is right, and that’s 
their purpose and that’s what they feel. 

Nov^ I’m not speaking for everybody in 
the military; some might feel differently 
But my brothers, what they told me is that 
they do what they do to give us that right, 
and they don’t have a problem with what 
Kaepernick’s doing. They don’t think it’s 
directed toward the military itself It’s a 
right that he has, and he has a right to stand 
or sit. ... Would I ever {kneel during the na- 
tional anthem}? For that reason alone, my 
brothers fighting in it, no, but just because 
I disagree or I wouldn’t do it, that doesn’t 
mean that somebody else can’t. That’s the 
whole point of freedom, isn’t it? 

{My brothers] do a lot of good stuff for 
this country and they’re the heroes to me. 
I’m just Alex, man, and they’re the heroes.

Cubs co-owner sends dad a message

It’s no secret that the billionaire Cubs-owning 
Ricketts family has divided political loyalties, 
but daughter Laura Ricketts seemed to be 
sending a strong message with her choice of 
headgear at Wrigley Field on Wednesday 

Just days after reports that her father, TD 
Ameritrade founder Joseph Ricketts, will do- 
nate $i million to help elect Donald Trump as 
president, Laura Ricketts sat in a prime seat 
behind home plate for the Cubs’ victory over 
Cincinnati sporting a Hillary Clinton cap. 

Surrounded by fans in Cubbie ballcaps, her 
message was hard to ignore. 

The conservative wing of the Ricketts fam- 
ily had originally helped bankroll a major but 
doomed advertising campaign earlier this year 


that attempted to derail Trump’s bid for the 
Republican nomination. 

That campaign prompted Trump to warn 
the Rickettses on Twitter, “They better be 
careful, they have a lot to hide!” Though the 
Rickettses harrumphed at that threat earlier 
in the summer, it emerged Tuesday that they 
would will donate $i million to help elect him. 

Joseph Ricketts’ son Pete Ricketts is the 
Republican governor of Nebraska who en- 
dorsed Trump in May 

But Laura Ricketts, who’s been active in 
Democratic fundraising for years, showed her 
support for Clinton by hosting her at a fun- 
draiser at her Wilmette home in July Laura 
Ricketts didn’t return a call for comment on 
herballcap.

Story-slam series 
celebrates art, activism 
and sex positivity

yd ctivism can be sexy Kristiana Rae 
/ I Colon knows all about it, and her 
/ I series Black Sex Matters focuses 
M on just that. ^ A slam-style series 
of events, Black Sex Matters explores pleasure 
and sensuality by drawing attention to how 
artists and activists can celebrate sex positivity 
in social justice spaces. It goes against the idea 
that “if you are conscious or if you are woke, 
that you are also chaste, and that being fully 
present and fully integrated as a sensual being is 
apart of liberation,” Colon said. 


The 30 -year-old poet and playwright created the 
series as a positive response to her 2016 play “Good 
Friday” which deals with raw, traumatic issues that 
affect women of color, including gun violence, sexual 
violence and the oppression of white feminism. To 
counter the darker material, Black Sex Matters exists 
to raise up the joys of female sexuality among libera- 
tion struggles while serving as a benefit for Oracle 
Theatre, which hosted “Good Friday” with free ad- 
mission. Proceeds from Black Sex Matters events go 
toward actors’ stipends. The benefit events, she ex- 
plained, are part of her work to change the culture of 
vastly underpaid storefront theater actors. 

Colon has been an artist for almost as long as she’s 
been alive. She started writing as early as 4 years old 
and had her first poem published at 6. By ii, she was 
performing professionally on stage. She attributes her 
aspirations of making a career of her artistry to her 
involvement with %ung Chicago Authors, a local art 
and literary organization that produces Louder Than 
a Bomb, billed as the world’s largest youth poetry fes- 
tival. The first poem Colon performed publicly at age 
16, was about police brutality At the time, she didn’t 
Imow she would take on that same issue years later as 
an activist. 

“Our other tools for political activism have always 
been a part of my consciousness, and I think if you 
look at the legacy of black liberation in America, it’s 
always been inherently tied to the arts,” she said.

Colon is also the co-founder and co-director 
of the #LetUsBreathe Collective, a local or- 
ganization that has played a prevalent role 
in Chicago’s Black Lives Matter network. 
Among other campaigns, the group was be- 
hind last year’s #BlackBrunchCHI and the 
recent Homan Square occupation, an initia- 
tive called Freedom Square during which ac- 
tivists camped outside of the Chicago Police 
Department’s Lawndale facility for 41 days in 
response to alleged police brutality Homan 
Square garnered attention last year after a 
Guardian story reported that CPD detained 
thousands of black people at the facility 
where the article says officers conduct secre- 
tive interrogations often relying on violent, 
physical force. CPD denied the allegations. 

During the occupation, demonstrators set 
up tents for first aid and arts and crafts and 
grew a garden to build a community that sup- 


ports a world without police. They gave out 
free food, books, clothes and water until the 
occupation came to an end Aug. 31 because 
of several structural issues. 

“The occupation did not end because we 
ran out of energy or we were overwhelmed by 
the logistics of the site,” a Facebook post said. 
“It ended because it illustrated the tension 
between the world as it is and the world as we 
imagine it to be.” 


The #LetUsBreathe Collective was born 
out of work Colon and other activists did in 
Ferguson, Mo., following the 2014 shooting of 
Michael Brown. Her experiences also inspired 
a play she conceived through her residency at 
the Goodman Theater called “Florissant & 
Canfield,” named for West Florissant Avenue, 
where protests exploded to oppose Brown’s 
death, and Canfield Drive, where Brown 
was shot. Colon describes the play as an epic 
reimagination of her experiences traveling to 
Ferguson and building relationships with ac- 
tivists. She’ll give a staged reading of the play 
at a sold-out event Oct. 8 that’s part of the 
New Stages Festival, Goodman Theatre’s an- 
nual fest featuring first looks at new plays. 

“ReaUy using the arts as a way to make pro- 
tests more accessible and to make political 
organizing irresistible and pleasurable and us- 
ing art as a tool to galvanize people into con- 
sciousness and activism. Black Sex Matters is 
definitely kind of like the cornerstone where 
those two things collide,” she said. 

Between March and September, Colon 
hosted three Black Sex Matters events where 
artists were invited to slam, or tell a story 
based on the theme of positive expression of 
sensual joy for four minutes using any medium, 
including spoken word, rap and poetry Events 
also featured live body paintings, burlesque 
and prizes such as lube and vibrators. 

BLACKNESS IS 
NOT A MONOLITH’ 

Colon said that historically, black women 
in America have been characterized by two 
paradoxes, “the asexual black mammy figure 
or the hypersexual vixen figure.” As activists 
try to overcome these characterizations, she 
explained, it’s difficult. How do they fight the 
good fight as sexually liberated people with- 
out compromising their authority and the re- 
spect of other activists? 

“The Black Lives Matter era of black lib- 
eration has really tried to grow from the lib- 
eration struggles of eras past and encounter 
the narrative of black liberation for being this 
single male figurehead leader and really cen-

tering on female and queer collective leader- 
ship,” she said. 

Colon said that in addition to women and 
queer and/or trans identifying people histori- 
cally being stamped out from black liberation 
struggles, mainstream feminism contributes 
to that very erasure of violence against wom- 
en of color. She critiques that with “Good 
Friday” in which she experimented by not 
specifying the ethnicities of the characters in 
the script. 

“In this particular casting configuration, 
one of the things that we hope to highlight 
with the ethnic configuration of the cast were 
some of the ways mainstream feminism can 
co-opt liberation struggles of black and brown 
women to further its own aim,” she said. 

Because the show’s theme of violence 
against women of color and other content 
is potentially triggering, the theater hosted 
talkbacks to unpack the heavy material. 
Colon also said that while she respects Oracle 
Theatre’s public access model and free shows 
might be more attainable for the masses, she 
wonders if the theater’s North Center loca- 
tion is really accessible to the target demo- 
graphic. She has hosted Black Sex Matters 
events in Lincoln Park and Avondale but said 
she would like to produce similar content on 
the South and West sides. 

Oracle’s public access model and the com- 
pany’s willingness to challenge itself to be in- 
clusive of black and brown artists are reasons 
she chose to work with the theater. While she 
feels that complex representations of black 
and brown people are more nuanced in the- 
ater because it’s live and onstage, “the answer 
is always more {representation},” she said. 

In the mainstream media. Colon said, she 
rarefy sees representations of herself What 
she does see is tokenization, and she feels that 
endorsing black female-focused TV shows 
like “Being Mary Jane” and “Scandal” is just 
affirming that.

“So it’s up to the content creators 
to subvert and complicate those narratives.”

"Frienas” 

Chance has been a fan of Francis and the 
Lights-the project of New York-based musi- 
cian Francis Starlite-as far back as 2012, when 
he name-dropped the singer-songwriter in 
his Red Eye cover story.

My first infatuation with Atlanta weirdo Young 
Thug was his 2013 single “Danny Glover,” which 
took my earbuds by storm that year (the track 
is now renamed “2 Bitches”). He’s been so busy 
recently that you could dive into any number 
of full-lengths he’s released in the past couple 
of years-he’s truly evolved into a whole new 
lane of artistry.

Start with the EDM giant’s 
ubiquitous 2010 hit, “Scary Monsters and Nice 
Sprites.” 
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Been there, done that 


Ah, Westerns. They 
showcase simpler 
times before gun 
control and equal 
rights, when you 
could harass a 
woman or shoot 
another dude for 
pissing you off with 
no consequences. 
Everybody loves a 
good Western. 

One such good 
Western is the i960 film “The Magnificent 
Seven,” a tale of redemption that was a re- 
make of Akira Kurosawa’s “Seven Samurai.” 
Over 50 years later, we have a remake of 
the remake, a “The Magnificent Seven” for 
the new age. Unfortunately, casting Denzel 
Washington and Byung-Hun Lee to give the 
seven more diversity isn’t enough to make a 
remake fresh. 

What happens? 

Perpetual bad guy Peter Sarsgaard plays 
Bartholomew Bogue, an industrialist who 
takes settlers’ land by brute force. He and 
his men terrorize a small town, killing 
several, before promising to return in three 
weeks to take their land. Widowed Emma 
Cullen (Haley Bennett) begs warrant officer 
Sam Chisolm (Washington) to fight off 
Bogue, and he recruits six other gunmen 
to join him in the fight and help train the 
townspeople. 


What’S good? 

Everyone seems to be having a lot of fun, 
especially Chris Pratt, who plays the roguish 
Joshua Earaday The humorous one-liners roll 
off their tongues (unlike the dramatic ones, 
which hit the ground with a thud), and their 
bonding is a good mixture of ribbing and 
fraternal affection. Director Antoine Euqua 
knows how to showcase the sweeping land- 
scapes of a Western, and such shots are appro- 
priately gorgeous, but the film’s best moments 
are steeped in the chemistry of the seven. 

What’S bad? 

Nic Pizzolatto of “Tiie Detective” co-wrote 
the script, and his bad habits from the sec- 
ond season of the HBO show crop up here. 
Cheesy self-serious dialogue plagues “The 
Magnificent Seven,” which is also unneces- 
sarily long. Aside from the enjoyable perfor- 
mances, the film feels stale, aggravated by 
the fact that it clearly thinks it’s innovative. 
Emma knows how to shoot a gun but is con- 
stantly condescended to, and when she does 
finally get her moment, immediately after- 
ward, the gun is removed from her hands and 
given to a man. Did they feel like it would 
have been too revolutionary to make her one 
of the seven? All the efforts to modernize the 
Western feel half-baked at best, like slapping 
one coat of paint on a crumbling house. 

Final verdict 

A fine time, but so much less than the sum of 
its parts.

Co-writer and director Andrew Neel 
doesn’t shy away from anything but also 
refrains from painting anyone as a villain or 
a victim. All the men are complicit in this 
very messed-up system, and to preach from 
a moralistic high ground would have been a 
mistake. Focusing on the two brothers and 
the dynamic of their relationship is a bolder, 
more successful choice than just your 
typical hazing-gone-wrong story Both Sch- 
netzer and Jonas infuse their performances 
with genuine emotion— even when they’re 
straight-faced, there’s a lot going on 
under the surface. 

What’S bad? 

Parts of the film feel a touch 
obvious —you’re just waiting for 
the other hazing shoe to drop— but 
“Goat” does its best to make what you 
know is coming happen in unexpected 
ways. Still, despite the movie’s best efforts, 
it isn’t as edgy as it thinks it is. And James 
Franco, always game to be the creepy older 
guy hanging around the party longer than 
he should, has a cameo that feels wedged 
in just so “Goat” can boast that it features 
James Franco.

Fraternity hazing 
isn’t exactly cutting- 
edge source material

What’S good? 

“Goat” is brutal and horrific— more terrify- 
ing than any scary movie you’ve seen this 


Final verdict 

Effective and jarring, “Goat” is a tough pill 
to swallow, but that’s the point.

Chicken balochi tikka ($14.99) and paratha (99 cents) 

Meerath Kabab House Chicago, 2657 W. Devon Ave. 773-274-9430

If youVe ever hankered for a side of mozzarella sticks with your chicken tikka or 
fries with a mango lassi, you’re usually S.O.L. But chef Muhammad Ali Maniya, a 
veteran of Devon Avenue’s Bundoo Khan, is changing that by serving up a handful 
of American fast-food staples alongside classic Pakistani kebabs and stir-fries at a 
new spot called Meerath Kabab House Chicago. 


At the no-frills banquet-sized store bathed 
in a coat of sunburst-yellow paint, Maniya 
and his cooks form and mix meat and spices, 
slap kebab patties on metal skewers and 
grill them to order. Be forewarned: Because 
these kebabs aren’t pre-formed and waiting 


around, orders take awhile to make it to your 
table. 

But the reward is silky, juicy slightly 
charred meat that’s bursting with chili and 
onion. No dish at Meerath, however, is more 
succulent than mahogany-colored, crispy- 


skinned hunks of luscious chicken dripping 
in hot chili oil tossed with green chilis and 
golden fried strips of fragrant ginger. It’s 
called chicken balochi tikka, and it’s served 
tableside in a sizzling bowl. The sides of the 
bowl and chicken are covered in a salty garam 
masala spice blend that I ended up scraping 
off the sides and eating solo once the chicken 
was gone. The fried ginger had an addictive 
French fry-like quality and I ended up dig- 
ging deep into the dish to rescue any remain- 
ing bits. I considered ordering a packet of 
the stuff to go. 

Unlike chicken tikka— which seems to be 
nearly everywhere in India, Pakistan, the UK 
and your neighborhood Indian or Pakistani 
joint— chicken balochi tikka is a dish typi- 
cally served at 24-hour roadside stands called 
dhabas. Dhabas are a bit like the Pakistani 
or Indian equivalent of American highway 


diners that cater to burly long-haul truckers. 
Only chicken-fried steak cutlets sopping 
with congealed white gravy are replaced 
with rich aromatic dal and heavenly roasted 
meats. 

Just as hipsters have fetishized old-timey 
American diners, Pakistani and Indian fami- 
lies now belly up for a taste of rich kebabs at 
the dhabas. If you want to replicate that ex- 
perience, ask for a side of Meerath’s paratha, 
spoon some of the chicken balochi tikka into 
the center and wrap it up like a little burrito. 
Unlike pillowy naan, paratha is flaky like a 
perfect pie crust and dappled with brown 
bits from the tandoor. After a few bites, 
you’ll feel like you’re keeping it dhaba real.
